2. Royal Commission on Asbestos -- Public Hearings 


(a) Dr. John M.G. Davis: of the Institute of Occupational Medicine, 
Edinburgh, Scotland testified before the 
Commission on January 15, 1982. The thrust of Dr. Davis' testimony 
was on the importance of animal experiments and the carcinogenic 
process of asbestos fibres. 


(b) The Commission can now confirm two hearings: 
(i) Mr. Jim Reis: President of the Asbestos Information Association/ 
North America will appear before the Commission on 


Thursday, February 18, 1982, starting at 10:00 a.m. 


(ii) Dr. Paul Kotin: recently retired Senior Vice-President for Health, 
Safety, and Environment at the Johns-Manville 


Corporation will appear before the Commission on Friday, February 19, 


1982, starting at 10:00 a.m. 


Both hearings will take place in Hearing Room 3 on the 21st floor of 
180 Dundas Street West, Toronto (second block east of University Avenue —— 
St. Patrick subway station). 


The appearances by Mr. Reis and Dr. Kotin will move the Commission away 
from its hearings on the health effects and measurement of asbestos and into 
the areas of standard-setting, enforcement, and implementation. The Commission 
is working with the Parties granted legal standing on the composition of the 
LIS ORI EG RES SES to be called in these areas.

The Comission*s public hearings on workers' compensation (i.e., Phases 
III and Iv) will: take place in the Spring of 1982. At a meeting held in November 
1981 between staff and the Parties granted legal standing with the Commission, 
the feeling was expressed by all of the labour groups represented there that 
instead of starting these hearings in December, they would like to defer until 
the Spring; this would give them the chance to monitor ongoing government 
activity in this area and the opportunity to consider the research study being 
prepared for the Commission by Peter S. Barth on workers' compensation before 
commencing these hearings. 


The Commissioners have acceded to this request. Persons who have filed 
written submissions on workers' compensation have already been informed of this. 
In the meantime, the Commissioners and staff are reading these submissions with 
great interest.) And, asi noted in Item 4) below, the Barth study 1s aboutito be 
published.
